seven -bandits that they seriously 
wounded one and captured five others. 


And they were both off duty! 


They were ably aided in the fight- 
ing, in Which more than a score of 
shots. were exchanged, by Joseph En- 
glethaler, a city fireman, who wielded 
a revolver, and by Howard Harder, 26, 
and William Harder, 20 years old, also 
sons of the policeman. They wielded 
a blackjack and a hickory club. 

Chief Awards Bonus. 

Chief of Police Fitzmorris was so 
highly pleased with the capture and 
the daring of the two policemen— 
father and son—that he at once award- 
ed them each $300 a year extra com- 
pensation. He added to this his high- 
est praise for the policeman’s other 
two boys, and expressed his “ deep 
regret” that it was not in his power 
to in some way honor Fireman Engle- 
thaler, who is an engineer of Engine 
company No. 9,-and, in the words of 
the chief, “indeed a courageous man.” 

The point particularly stressed by 
the chief in making his speedy awards 
was that neither of the policemen nor 
the city fireman was on duty when the 
hold-up with which they interfered 
occurred. 

The man who was seriously wounded 
—he probably will die—wuas John Don- 
ahue, 26 years old. He lives with his 
wife, Theresa, and his mother, Mrs. 
Mary Redfern, at 440 North Artesian 
avenue, where he was captured after 
the battle by Capt. John Norton and 
Detectives Haksa, Connolly, and Phe- 


lan. He was taken to the county hos 


pital with a bullet in the leg and an- 
other in the lung. ; : 
Others Under Arrest. 

The other men captured were Os- 
car T. Hanson, 1036 Montana street; 
Warner Ponder, 16 East Delaware 
place; Eugene Marion, 747 North 
Clark street; Rudolph Metana, 7 West 
Ontario street, and Charles Guedel, 726 
Barry avenue. These men were in a 
nearby taxicab while their companions 
were engaged in the holdup. They 
protested they did not know what the 
other two were doing. But the police 
early last night were still holding them 
at the Lawndale station. 

About 8:30 o'clock yesterday morning 
two men, each carrying two revolvers, 
walked into the Standard Oil com- 
pany’s filling station at Ogden and 
South Springfield avenues. They or- 
dered E. J. Ridlick, 1341 South East 
avenue, Berwyn, a customer, and 
Frank Madden, 3859 ‘West Harrison 
street, caretaker, to hold up their 
hands. 

They took $7 from Ridlick and or- 
dered Madden to open the company's 
safe. He did so, but protested that 
he could not open the strong box in- 
side. 

‘ Shoot me if you want to,” he said 
to the bandits, who menaced him. “I

Shoots Lock Off.

The 
trouble is that after a short effort at expeditious 
prosecution and vigorous punishment we fall into 
the routine of interminable evasion and delay 
which is the no7mal course of our administration 
of criminal law. Conditions just now are about 
as humiliating and dangerous as the community 
can afford to put up with and we may hope for @ 
revival of effective action soon. But it is a pity we 
have to wait until decent citizenship is in a state 
of siege and a woman cannot be safe behind the 
doors of her home. Feobbery now seems to have 
passed from the street to the private dwelling and 
mo longer operates in darkness and lonely places. 
It takes place in daylight and in crowded neighbor- 
hoods and there seems no limit to its daring and 
insolence. The limit will riot be reached until the 
law acts efficiently, swiftty,-and severely. How long 
must we wait for that? on | 

As to the robbery of homes, it {is worth remem- 
bering that this form of activity was almost openly 
condoned when it took the form of the robbery of 
wine cellars a year or so ago. It was characteristic 
of our morals in the matter of law breaking that 
mov otherwise intelligent people were inclined to 
think such crimes were not very condemnable, be- 
cause the rich ought not to have liquor of which 
the poor were presumably deprived by prohibition. 
So juries sometimes refused to convict men proved 
to be rohhe-s. The inevitable result of that gort of 
loose morality and twisted logic is the extensian 
of robbery to other forms of property. If it is 
proper to take one form of property belonging to 
another, it is proper to take another.

Every 
person who invests in business or residential prop- 
erty will do so with the assurance that his invest- 
ment will be protected and improved by any build- 
ing which goes up tn his neighborhood. There will 
be no probability of loft buildings crowding out 
office buildings, of factories crowding out loft build- 
ings, of garages or factories crowding out homes, 
or of apartments and hotels sypplanting fine res!- 
dences in restricted neighborhoods. The saving 
clearly will be great. The stimulus to new invest- 
nfent in building should be greater. 

Minor points planned by the commission, such as 
the establishment of building lines in ‘all neighbor- 
hoods, will also be of advantage and value in im- 
proving the appearance of each block affected. 
Architectural agreements and consequent improve- 
ment in appearance and value probably will follow. 
Proper zoning measures are as important to the

COAL SHORTAGE 
WILL BE FELT 


‘Washington, D. C., April 30.—[Spe- 
cial.}—A general lack of demand for 
coal is the unusual condition described 
by the National Chamber of Commerce 
in an analysis of the coal strike situ- 
ation made public today. | 

The buyeau says that at the present 
rate of c production and consump- 
tion there will be no general shortage 
for at least six weeks. ' 

On April 1 the stock of coal in the 
hands of railroads, industrial con- 
sumers, public utilities, and retaflers 
was approximately 63,000,000 net tons. 
Adding 4,250,000 tons estimated at-the 
Upper Lake docks and the unbilled 
coal on band April 1 there was a total 
of 68,650,000 net tons April 1. 

“ Stocks cannot drop below .20,000,- 
000 tons without danger of a coal 
panic,”’ the report ® continues. “ The 
quantity which apparently can be 
drawn from stocks ore a serious sit- 
uation develops is 48,650,000 tons. To 
this supply there will be continuously 
added the output from the nonunion 
fields which up to date averaged about 
3,500,000 tons per week.”

First McVicker’s in 1857. 


The original old theater on the same 
spot as this present one was opened 
by J. H. McVicker in 1857. It. was 
burned three times, first in the fire of 
1871, again about 1891, and again later. 
Each time it was rebuilt on the same 
spot. It passed out of the hands of 
McVicker into those of Jacob Litt of 
Milwaukee in 1897. The most recent 
occupants were Jones, Linick & Schaef- 
er, who operated iit “oP vaudeville 
until last night. 

Among the great actors and actresses 
who appeared in McVicker’s in the 
early years, in the ’60s, were Junius 
Brutus Booth and his two famous sons, 
Edwin and John Wilkes, who later 
shot Abraham Lincoln. Joseph Jef- 
ferson first played “Rip Van Win- 
kle” there in those days. r. and 
Mrs. John Drew appeared, and Char- 
lotte Cushman in her famous “ Meg 
Merrilies.” With Edwin Booth appeared 
his beautiful first wife, Mary Devlin, 
an Irish actress of note. Booth later 
marsied Mary McVicker, J. H. Mc- 
Vicker’s daughter. 

McVicker’s Great Ambition. 


It is told of McVicker that he was 
himself a comedian of-parts and that 
his great aspiration always was to play 
the grave digger in “Hamlet.” Each 
time as “ Hamlet” was played by the 
various great actors who eame from 
time to time, McVicker always sup- 
planted the regular comedian in the 
supporting company and played the 
grave digger himself. “He loved to 
joke about poor Yorick’s skull,” the 
old timers used to say of McVicker. 

Other great ones came. Edwin 
Adams played in the romantic plays, 
“Enoch Arden” and “The Marble 
Heart”; the Western sisters, Helen and 
Lucille, had their day; came James
